As for the international situation, our policy 
is based on the Covenant of the League of 
Nations, of which the Free State is a member 
as a sovereign independent State..”’ 

‘Your position vis-a-vis England has not 
changed in the new international situation ?”’ 

‘‘By no means. We claim for Ireland the 
right to govern herself as she sees fit. We 
assert our liberty to have such political tics 
with other States as respond to the desires 
of our people.”

“But, under what form do you envisage 
this government—a republic ?”’ 

“ That is what the people want. 
its form, the State must be constituted in 
accordance with the wishes of the whole 
nation, and when I say ‘whole’ I include 
our compatriots in the North-East of Ireland 
who are still under the authority of England. 
This hurtful situation cannot last.” . 

When speaking of the situation, which he 
takes so much to heart, the President became 
animated. He rose, brought me to the big 
wall map, and, tracing with his fingers a 
little circle around Belfast, said : - 

‘‘There is the only region in which the 
population pronounced itself in favour of 
union with England. Do you believe that 
that: justifies the creation of a vast boundary

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James Beck, of Edinburgh, a well-known 
amateur dirt-track rider, was instantaneously 
killed. on Saturday when flying solo. at the 
New Perth Aerodrome. His machine crashed 
after colliding in mid-air with another, flown 
by an instructor named Pierce, 

The instructor’s ‘plane lost its propeller, 
but landed safely half a mile away, the 
instructor and a pupil in his machine being 
unhurt. 

A reporter was told at the aerodrome that 
both aeroplanes were of the same make. 
The machines came into collision in mid-air, 
it was stated. 

“HH is not yet known what caused the 
accident. It was one of those collisions 
which happen when two ’planes get into each 
other’s blind spot. Whether it was caused 
by the sun or the light we don’t yet know. 
Beck had done a good deal of solo flying 
before he came to the school here.” 

The chief instructor of the Airworks Civil 
Flying Training School said :—‘‘The two 
machines drew close to each other at an 
angle, Both were preparing to land within a 
short time. They were about three to four 
hundred feet up when the collision occurred. 

“In addition to the propeller of Mr. 
Pierce’s machine being broken the petrol tank 
was damaged, but he brought his machine 
down safely at the aerodrome. He was not 
injured, but had severe shock.” 

A court of inquiry will be held next week. 

The school, at which Beck was a cadet, has 
only been open a fortnight.

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TRANSPORT OF BEET 


LORRY-OWNERS FINED 


From Our CoRRESPONDENT, 
THURLES, Saturday. 


At Thurles District Court to-day a large 
number of motor lorry-owners were 
charged with conveying beet to Thurles 
factorv without a merchandise licence, and 
many farmers were charged with entering 
into contracts with the lorry-owners to 
deliver the beet. In all 275 summonses 
were listed. For the defence it was urged 
that the case rested on the interpretation 
of the clause in the Road Transport Act, 
which stated that merchandise includes 
goods, wares, minerals and animals. In 
the present cases the transaction Was 
solely confined to the beet-growers and the 
sugar factory. 

It was submitted for the prosecution 
that the main object of the Road Trans- 
port Act was to restore to the railway 
company custom which they had enjoyed 
before motor cars and motor lorries became 
so plentiful. The meaning of the word 
merchandise was anything that could be 
subject to sale. 

The Justice said that a great deal of 
Irish money was invested in the railways, 
and any system of transport—when 


another—was of no use to the country. He 
was satisfied that unlicensed lorry-owners 
had acted illegally in taking beet to the 
factory. He had warned the lorry-owners 
some months ago, but they. did not heed 
him. He would fine each lorry-owner 10s. 
on each summons, and the beet-growers 
2s. 6d. each.

NATIONAL DEFENCE FINANCE 


Rightly or wrongly, it is regarded as 
virtually certain that the prospective extra 
expenditure in strengthening the country’s 
defences will not necessitate an increase in 
taxation; or, perhaps, it would be more 
correct to say, that a step which would be 
exceedingly unpopular will not be adopted. 
There has been much talk for some time pasi 
of a big national defence loan for £200,000,000 
or £500,000,000 which certainly would obviate 
the need for an increase in the taxation 
burden, but unless an excéptionally large 
amount of money is wanted in a very short 
time (which seems doubtful) there is a good 
deal to be said against such a project.

HOME RAILS AND COAL TRAFFIC 


Some time has elapsed since the fear of a 
coal strike disappeared. While it existed coal 
was being rushed from the pits in large 
quantities, and the movement was reflected in 
greatly increased railway receipts from that 
source, The returns covering the week ended 
on February 1 last showed a further big in- 
crease in coal receipts, to the surprise of most 
people who had looked for diminished earn- 
ings from this source. Possibly orders for 
coal are not executed until a considerable time 
after their receipt, and this may explain the 
continuance of the increased traffic, but it is 
not unreasonable to assume that to some extent 
also the movement is due to the considerably 
increased commercial activity which the 
country is now sé, gáis In that case 
the drop in coa trafic later on 
may not be nearly as large as had 
been expected, thus providing a bull point 
for the railway companies. The firmness of 
this market. therefore, especially in the case 
of the ‘‘borderline’’ prior charges such as 
L.M.S. 4 per cent. 1923 Pref., can be under- 
stood. In a few days’ time the companies will 
start dividend declarations for 1935, and it 
will be interesting to see any indication in 
these that the announcements have been 
influenced by the favourable judgment in the 
Southern rating case. 


SHARE INTRODUCTIONS 


Regret is expressed that a prominent feature 
of the present financial activity is the extent 
to which new shares are ‘‘ introduced’”’ to the 
market without the formality of a prospectus 
advertised in the phblic press. The method 
can be excused in the case of companies with 
such a small capital that the expense of 
advertising a prospectus would not be justified, 
but the ‘introductions’? are not always of 
this kind. Some members of the public, too. 
may wonder why > such cases the market 
price rises substantially above the figure at 
which an issuing house on a financial group 
acquired .a block of the shares. There is 
some explanation of this in the fact that if a 
new company were floated with a capital that 
corresponded with the substantial premium 
ultimately quoted on the shares more would 
have t» be paid in capital duty to the State. 


AN EXAMPLE 


Putting the matter roughly, a concern might 
be worth, say, £400,000, but it is formed with 
a capital of £100,000 in 5s. shares which 
rise, or are taken, to 20s. each, thus giving 
a market capitalisation of £400,000. Really 
stamp duty should be paid on that figure, 
whereas the Revenue can only charge on 
£100,000, thus losing considerably. In such 
cases the big difference between the nominal 
price of the shares and that at which they 
are acquired in the market is apt to create 
an impression that somebody is making an 
unduly large profit, There is also the pro- 
bability that if a company invited subscrip- 
tions for 5s. shares at a price of 20s. per share 
the public would not look at the proposition. 
Certainly it is not likely that it would receive 
the stpport of important Stock Exchange 
firms, especially those who expect to reap a 
satisfactory profit from the terms upon which 
they acquire lines of ‘‘ introduced’ shares, 
and are subsequently able to dispose of them.

BACON FIRM 
From OUR COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


The chief feature of interest in the provision 
market this week has been the sharp upward 
movement in butter, and while lard closes on 
the easy side, a steady to firm tone is re- 
ported in other departments. Shipments of 
butter and bacon from Denmark and Sweden 
to Nerthern ports last week-end were rather 
larger. while consignments of eggs showed a 
fairly substantial decline as compared with the 
previous week.. The bacon market has ruled 
firm throughout the week, available supplies 
generally meeting with a fair clearance. No 
oficial change is recorded in Irish, English, 
or Continental, but sellers occasionally show 
a disposition to ask a premium on official 
rates. According to the last count of the 
Danish pig population taken on the 28th of 
December last year, the total as compared 
with the census of the 16th of November, has 
declined by 100,000 head, the decrease chiefly 
comprising pigs of 132lb. weight and over, as 
well as sucking pigs. The number of sows, 
however, showed no difference. 

SHARP RISE IN BUTTER.

Buying Americans 

There has been a very considerable broaden- 
ing out of business in American equity stocks 
on the London Stock Exchange recently. 
Dealers have lengthened their lists, and many 


securities hardly ever dealt in here before are 


being freely marketed. The very substantial 
advance which has taken place in the values 
of the few typically international stocks has 
attracted wide attention. To quote but three: 
International Nickel, which could bought 
last year at 228, now stand at 49%; United 
States Steel have risen from 28} to 50%, and 
‘Radio Corporation from 4 to 12} (writes 
The Observer). Recent advices from Wall 
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Street indicate a strong though highly specu- 
lative upward movement, and that section of 
investors here who believe that industrial 
prices are moving ahead ‘of possibilities are 
turning their attention to America, where it 
is believed a much wider scope for reeovery 
exists. Where such purchases are made ‘with 
‘lisctimination with the intention of holding 
over a fairly long period they may prove to 
be justified. This view is confirmed in ad- 
vices received from. Edward B. Smith and 
Co., a leading firm of Wall Street brokers. 
In summing up the sitwation they say: 
“ While the near term outlook is obscured by 
psychological, political, and monetary un- 
certainties which may prove . sufficiently 
potent to delay the next upsurge in trade and 
industry, the longer term trend seems clearly 
upward,’’ They point out, however, that the 
present phase of the “bull” market is now 
in its eleventh month, and that on a technical 
basis an intermediate reaction of some 
severity could set in at any time.

Kafhr Exchanges 


The recent fall in New Modderfontein, 
although as we have said attributed to the 
liquidation of deceased accounts, set investors 
considering the position of other Witwaters- 
rand mines which have also passed their 
prime. In the case of the Government Areas, 
a factor was the fall in the value of the ore 
reserves (writes the Sunday Times). Once 
started, the movement spread to other shares 
of similar kinds, particularly New State 
Areas and Gedulds. In each of these the 
stage has been reached where attention has 
to be given to the question of ‘‘life.’’ The 
shares stand at high prices, and a substantial 
portion of the dividends should be regarded 
as in the nature of a return of capital.

‘Cork’s Contribution 


As I-discussed Seumas O’Brien with his 
friend it came to us with rather a shock— 
a pleasant shock, I hasten to add—that 
he must be one of about twenty artists 
and writers produced by Cork city and 
county in this generation. Off-hand we 
were able to think of Daniel Corkery,

LL“ week every one of the Dublin 
newspapers, morning and evening, 
had a leading article on the road accident 
statistics, in three cases under the head- 
ings: ‘‘ Slaughter on the Roads,” “A 
Growing Scandal,’’ and “ Record Road 
Deaths.” The Civic Guard authorities 
had asked that all possible publicity be 
given to the accident returns, in view of 
the considerable increase in trafiic 
fatalities. 

It is a good thing that all the news- 
papers, irrespective of their politics, 
should be alive to the necessity for mea- 
sures to increase the safety of the roads. 
But the use of immoderate adjectives and 


blood-curdling phrases cannot serve that 


object. We want something constructive. 

And, let us, for goodness sake, talk and 
write with a knowledge of the whole sub- 
ject of accident statistics, and not merely 
from a few figures selected from the 
‘‘totals’’ in the Civic Guard return. 
For example, this interesting fact should 
be borne in mind :— 

The road vser in the Free State is 
twice as safe as the road user in Great 
Britain, hotwithstanding all Mr. Hore- 
Belisha’s safety measures, and the com- 
plete absence of any corresponding pre- 
cautions in this State. In 1955 one person 
in every 15,420 in the Free State was 
killed in a road accident ; in Great Britain 
one in every 6,923 was killed. In the Free 
State one in every 792 was injured; in 
Britain one in every 205 was injured.

U NFORTUNATELY, notwithstanding

Actually there was an in- 
crease of 18.75 per cent. in the numbe- 
of fatal accidents attributed to horse-drawn 
vehicles and pedal cycles, and of 18.70 per 
cent. in the number attributed to 
mechanically-propelled vehicles.

It will be seen that the only accident 
factor which showed a decrease was the 
vehicle. Lights, or their absence, caused 
only one fatal accident, as compared with 
four in 1934, and no drivers or passengers 
were killed, as in 1934, by “‘ falling from 


vehicle. ”’ 


Drivers’ Faults 


RIVERS caused 21 more fatal acci- 
dents than in 1934. Excessive speed, 
‘“ having regard to all the circurmstances,’’ 


caused 27 fatal accidents, as compared with. 


15 in 1934. Inattention, confusion and 


pelled vehicle was the tramcar, for one in 
every 88 was involved in a fatal accident. 
Next most dangerous was the commercial 
vehicle and lorry, with one in every 175 
blamed for a fatal accident; then came the 
taxi, "bus and charabanc (one in 177) ; the 
motor cycle (one in 336) and the private 
car (one in 520). 

No figures are available showing the 
total number of cycles, horses, and horse- 
drawn vehicles in the Free State. 

It should be pointed out, of course, that 
in estimating the relative degree of danger 
of each class of vehicle no regard has 
been paid to the miles travelled, that in- 
formation being obviously impossible to 
obtain. If we reckon that a tramcar, on 
the average, travels five times as many 
miles in a year as the normal motor car— 
say, 40,000 miles as against 8,000—the 
approximate accident liabilities are 
respectively :— | 

Tramcar—One fatal accident in every 
3,500,000 miles. 

Motor Car—One fatal accident in every 
4,160,000 miles. 

Incidentally, as a contrast with the 
motor cycle, which killed only its own 
drivers and passengers, the motor ‘bus 
and tram did exactly the opposite, killing 
none of the persons on the vehicle.

this distrust is not removed the Labour Party 
cannot hope to achieve political power; nor 
will the labour movement develop its full 
might in the industrial field. 

“The problem of working-class power in 
Southern Ireland involves the task of wresting 
the leadership of the independence movement 
from the Fianna Fail Government, which acts 
for the tiers that exploit the worker and 
Republican masses. By its industrial activi- 
ties the trade union movement does much 
towards this end, but this is not sufficient. 
The trade union movement, either acting 
directly or by pressure on Labour Party units, 
or by both methods, must come clearly in full 
view, leading Republican activities for 
independence, and thus earn for itself the 
trust and the alliance of the patriotic rural 
masses.

This Stadents’ Association is governed by 
an executive committee consisting of delegates 
from the three constituent goh of the 
National University, delegates from the 
College Historical Society (T.C.D.), represent- 
ing Dublin University, and delegates from the 
Students’ Representative Council of Queen's 
University, Belfast.- The patrons of the 
Association are: Mr. Eamon de Valera, Presi- 
dent of the Executive Council and Chan- 
cellor of N.U.I., and the Earl of Iveagh, 
Chancellor of Dublin, University. How far the 
Association has progressed along the path 
traced out by its founders may he gathered 
from a brief résumé of work com- 
pleted or begun  dnoring’ the pre- 
ceding year.

With other journalists, military 
attachés and missionaries, I watched the 
Italian aeroplanes cruise leisurely over 
Dessie, maintaining their prolonged bom- 
bardment. 

The city was completely deserted, ex- 
cept for soldiers of the Imperial Guard. 


FLIGHT TO COUNTRY 


The civilian population had been 
ordered to make for the countryside. 
Fearing poison gas, the people had pro- 
vided themselves with wet rags with 
which to cover their faces. On every 
side we heard detonations and saw new 
columns of smoke rising. An incendiary 
bomb exploded on the peak of a neigh- 
bouring hill and flames flickered brightly 
in the sunshine. 

Smoke and streaks of flame were rising 
from the town and in the valley for a 
time it appeared that the whole town was 
burning. Four machines flew over the 
Gibbi in the centre of the town dropping 
bombs. Two Turkals near the Palace were 
blown up. ‘ 

The alarm was first raised when three 
aeroplanes circled over the city and then 
flew low over the hills around. They 
dropped numerous high explosive and 


incendiary bombs on outlying villages and 


peaks. Later they were joined by four 
more machines, and the bombardment of 
Dessie began. 

As the bombers were leaving they 
noticed two aeroplanes at the local aero- 
drome and returned to drop incendiary 
material and more bombs. 

No one was injured in the City of Dessie. 
So far no reports have been received from 
the surrounding villages, some of which 
are still smouldering, or from the aero- 
drome. 


COOLNESS OF NEGUS 


The coolness shown by the Emperor 
during the bombardment of Dessie this 
morning was admirable, states a report 
from Addis Ababa. He is said to have 
fired an anti-aircraft gun at the Italian 
‘planes and refused to take cover, despite 


efforts made by his suite to persuade him 
to make for a dug-out. 


There is no report of any foreigner 
having been hurt in the bombardment, 
follows days of constant aerial 
reconnaissances by the Italians.

POLICE SERGEANT’S

An extraordinary shooting affair took 
place on the Glen road, on the outskirts 
of Belfast, late on Saturday night, in 
which a number of men, who were, it is 
stated, engaged in drilling, were con- 
cerned 

A member of the police force, taking a 
walk in the neighbourhood, was attracted 
by the sound of the drilling, and went. 
towards the party. 

His appearance was the signal for an 
outburst of revolver-firing, after which 
the party scattered in the darkness. 

Police reinforcements were sent to the 
scene, and pedestrians and motorists were 
stopped and questioned, some being 
searched. 

The policeman concerned was Sergeant 
J. F. Carney. He was out walking un- 
armed, when he heard a party drilling. 
He crept up on the party, but as soon 
as he made his appearance he was con- 
fronted by an outpost, who called on him 
The sergeant re- 
fused, and there was a struggle, in which 
he took a revolver from one of his op- 
ponents, but was himself knocked down 
and, it is stated, kicked on the head. He 
struggled to his feet as his assailants 
made off. 

The drilling party, apparently, con- 
sisted of 15. or 20 men, and _ Sergeant 
Carney’s assailant had been evidently 
told off as an outpost, Four or five shots 
were fired in the mélée, but so far as can 
he ascertained nobody was injured. 

Sergeant Carney was taken to the Mater 
Hospital and treated for head injuries.

DISPLAY AT MUNICIPAL 


ART GALLERY 
| 


Y ie pictures presented to the City of 
Dublin by Sir John Lavery, R.A., 
R.H.A., which are housed in the Muni- 
cipal Art Gallery and Museum, Parnell 
square, Dublin, were opened to public 
view on Saturday. 

This splendid gift to the citizens of 
Dublin has been made as a memorial of 
Lady Lavery, and a plaque on one of the 
Gallery walls thus records the fact :— 

‘This collection has been presented 
by Sir John Lavery as a tribute to the 
memory of his wife, Lady Lavery. It 
owes its inspiration to her abiding love 
for Ireland, which found expression in 
the request to her husband to paint the 
pictures and present them for permanent 
exhibition to the City of Dublin.” 

The collection constitutes a permanent 
documentation of facts in the history of 
Ireland by a living painter of the day, 
and, in addition to its eminent artistic 
value, must with time become increasingly 
precious to the nation as a historical 
record. As evidence of the reach and 
attainment of Irish art in the twentieth 
century, there is no gainsaying the high 
merit of the work. In particular, 
artistic accomplishment, as governed by 
mood and moment and subjective percep- 
tion, achievement in responsive sympathy 
and grace of finish, has varied in many 
degrees. In wealth of artistic imagery and 
beauty of technical statement, however, 
some of these pictures will remain among 
the finest examples of portraiture in 
modern art by an Irishman. 

The collection has been hung on three 
walls of the Sir Hugh Lane Room. The 
fourth wall has been reserved for the bust 
of Sir Hugh Lane and for a record of 
the notorious misappropriation of his 
legacy to Ireland. It now is many months 
since Sir John Lavery’s paintings reached 
the Municipal Gallery. The delay in their 
exposition to the public, however, was in- 
evitable owing to the recent outbreak of 
alarm for the safety of pictures housed in 
the Municipal Gallery. It was decided 
at that time to protect the Lavery 
gift from possible damage by covering 
the canvases with glass. The Curator, 
Mr. J. F. Kelly, was faced with the 
problem—How best to do it? He (Mr. 
Kelly) has overcome all difficulties with 
remarkable efficiency. He has had each 


| picture glazed with a three-sixteenths of an 


inch polished plate. This is colourlessly 
transparent, strongly protective, and no 
hindrance to the view. The _ paintings, 
under the guidance of Sir John Lavery, 
have been hung judiciously, though with 
necessary concession to historical circum- 
stance, 


THE COLLECTION 

The collection, when complete, will com- 
prise 35 canvases. One of the pictures— 
a painting of St. Patrick’s Purgatory, 
Lough Derg—has been on loan to Ottawa, 
and will shortly be returned. Not all the 
paintings are from the brush of Sir John; 
one is wholly the work of the late. Lady 
Lavery, being a faithful portrait of her 
husband, described on the name-plate as 
“by Lady Hazel Lavery.’’ Another 
picture is the joint production of both 
artists, being an intentional portrait of 
Lady Lavery, which has resolved into a 
harmony. of basic blue, from heliotrope to 
purple, and of delicate textural treatment. 

The memorial character of the gift is 
illustrated by the several paintings of 
which the late Lady Lavery is the subject. 
They include a finely symphonic colour 
description of an interior—the  artists’s 
wife lying on her bed of sickness; and also 
‘It is Finished, 5th January, 1935’’—a 
draped coffin before mortuary candles in 
her boudoir. The _ portrait, “ Hazel 
Lavery,’’ is an admirable composition, the 
dark background and wrapping of fine 
furs. being constrained to the light and 
colour, which reveal the delicate beauty of 
the subject. 

The historical paintings relate to the 
| ima 1916-1922, a posthumous picture of 
seneral Michael Collins on his bier making 
the final note. The large dramatic paint- 
ing, “ Blessing of the Colours,’’ holds the 
central position on the longest wal!. It is 
flanked by portraits of President de Valera 
and ex-President W. T. Cosgrave. —Por- 
traits of ten of the signatories to the 
Treaty of 1921 are hung in different parts 
of the room—President Arthur Griffith, 
General Michael Collins, Senator E. J. 
Duggan, Mr. Robert Barton, Mr. G. 
Gavan Duffy, Mr. G.. Lloyd George, 
Sir Austen Chamberlain, the Earl of 
Birkenhead, and Mr. Winston Churchill. 
The other principal pictures are portraits 
of Mr. Kevin O’Higgins, Mr. Timothy 
Healy, the Most Rev. Dr. Mannix (Arch- 
bishop of Melbourne), Mr Shane Leslie, 
and Sir Alfred Cope. There are 
‘‘interiors’’ with such subjects as the 
funeral of Terence McSwiney, Count 
McCormack and family, Mr. G. B. Shaw, 
and the trial of Sir Roger Casement. 


RECENT ACQUISITIONS 

Apart from the Lavery Collection, some 
recent acquisitions will attract visitors to 
the Municipal Gallery These include a 
large canvas by Sir John Lavery, ‘‘ Sutton 
Court,” the gift of John Count 
McCormack. The Art Advisory Committee 
have also accepted from The Friends of 
National Collections of Ireland four 
works—‘! Jardin ó la Francais,” by 
Bernard Harrison; ‘‘ La Vache Noire,” 
by Marie Howett; “ Winetavern Street,” 
by H. Kernoff, A.R.H.A., and a landscape 
by a Hungarian painter, Kotacz, A bust 
of Madame Maud Gonne MacBride, by 
Laurence Campbell, has also been accepted 
on loan. 

There will shortly be on exhibition a 
replica of a bronze bust of the late Mr. 
Joseph Devlin, by the sculptor, F. Doyle 
Jones, son of a County Monaghan man, 
and whose mother hailed from Wexford. 
Mr. Doyle Jones at present is engaged on 
a colossal statue of St. Patrick for the 
shores of Strangford Lough. The sculptor 
once had as a subject of his art King 
Fdward VIII. when Prince of Wales. He 
describes him as a most patient sitter.

DEATH OF MR. DE 
VALERA’S SON 


STRUCK BY TREE IN 
PARK 


MANY MESSAGES OF 
SYMPATHY 


W ® deeply regret to announce that 
President de Valera’s third son, 
Mr. Brian de Valera. was killed yesterday 
afternoon in a riding accident in the 
Phoenix Park, Dublin. 

Mr. Brian de Valera was riding with 
his cousin, Mr. Lawrence Flanagan, 
dental surgeon, of Baggot street, Dublin, 
when his horse ran underneath a branch 
of a tree, which struck him on the head 
and rendered him unconscious. He was 
immediately rushed by Mr. Flanagan in 
a private car to the Mater Misericordize 
Hospital, where he arrived shortly after 
2.30 p.m. It was found that he was 
suffering from concussion and an injury 
to the brain, and he was transferred into 
a private nursing home attached to the

hospital, where Surgeon C. McAuley and 
Surgeon Smith endeavoured to save his 
life. Artificial respiration was applied, 
but, despite all the efforts of the medical 
and nursing staff, he died in less than an 
hour after admission. The President and 
Mrs. de Valera, who were informed of the 
accident by telephone, arrived at the 
nursing home a few minutes after their 
son had died. 

Mr. Brian de Valera, who lived with 
the President and his family at their 
home, Bellevue, 15 Cross avenue, Black- 
rock, County Dublin, was twenty years of 
age. He received his early education at 
Blackrock College, and was in his second 
year at University College, Dublin, where 
he was a student of science. He was a 
brilliant scholar, particularly in mathe- 
matics, according to one of his com- 
panions, who said that he was a fluent 
speaker of Gaelic—which is the customary 
language in Mr. de Valera’s home. Brian 
took little part in the general life of the 
students; riding was virtually his only 
recreation, , 

The President of the Executive Council, 
who married Miss S. Ni Fhlannagain in 
1910, has seven children—five sons, otf 
which Brian was the third, and two 
daughters. 

Mr. de Valera’s eldest son, Vivian, a 
Science graduate of the National Univer- 
sity, had been touring in England with 
an Irish students’ debating team. On 
Friday night last he took part in a debate 
at London University. The Free State 
High Commissioner in London called on 
him yesterday evening and informed him 
of Brian’s death. He also received a tele- 
gram from his father, and last night he 
left Euston for Dublin, having cancelled 
an engagement to take part in a debate 
in Birmingham to-night. Mr. Vivian de 
Valera was accompanied to the railway 
station by Mr. Tatanty, Free State High 
Commissioner in London. 


HOW THE ACCIDENT 
OCCURRED 

Details of the tragic accident were given 
to an Irish Times reporter last night by 
Mr. Lawrence Flanagan. 

Mr. Flanagan said that Mr. de Valera, 
who was his cousin, had been in the habit 
of riding with him every Sunday for the 
last three or four years. ‘‘It was very 
seldom we missed a Sunday together,’’ he 
added, ‘‘and Mr. de Valera was a very 
keen, and an extremely good horseman. 
On a number of occasions we rode to the 
North Kildare Hunt and with the. Bray 
Harriers. 

“Yesterday we followed the usual 
Sunday procedure, and rode up through 
the Park at 11. a.m. When we came to 
the Fifteen Acres we began to gallop the 
horses, and my animal being somewhat 
faster, I went slightly to the front. I 
looked around once or twice and saw that 
he was quite close behind me. 

“When I reached,a clump of trees at 
the top of the Fifteen Acres I pulled my 
horse to the left, as I usually do, and 
went on towards Knockmaroon, thinking 
that he was still following me. After 
going a short distance, however, I realised 
that he was no longer at my animal’s 
flanks, and I pulled around and began to 
trot back. Then I heard a man calling, 
and when I came round the trees I saw 
Mr. de Valera lying on the ground. He 
was unconscious. The man who had 
shouted was just approaching the spot, 
and he told me that the boy had been 
knocked off by a branch, and that the 
horse had continued galloping on. 

“I knelt beside him, and saw that he 
had been struck on the left side of the 
head, where a bruise was showing, and 
after a few moments he spoke to me and 
said he was all right. The man who 
had called me—Mr. Thornbury, of 11 
Mountpelier Hill, Dublin—kindly brought 
his car on to the grass, and with the aid 
of a couple of other people who had come 
on the scene we lifted him into the seat,

SCENE AT RUGBY 
INTERNATIONAL 


HOW THE IRISH TEAM 
WON

ha though the English team was 
beaten in the Rugby International 
match at Lansdowne road, Dublin, last 
Saturday, the English hat trade should 
rofit by it. I never have seen so many 
hata being consigned to the “ four winds ”’ 
as after Bailey had scored that last try. 
The younger generation could only cheer 
madly, but the middle-aged followers of 
the game had an added pleasure, and many 
of them who had concealed their lack of 
a ‘‘ crowning glory ” for years under soft 
velour positively gloried in their baldness. 

It was more than anything else the very 
unexpectedness of lreland’s win which en- 
gendered the real thrill in the last few 
minutes, and blotted out the memory of 
what was, to my mind, an inferior display 
of Rugby, and an exceedingly dull first 
half. 

I went to the match to see Ireland 
beaten, and for that reason joined the 
‘* half-crowners ” under the new stand at 
the Lansdowne road end, about three- 
quarters of an hour before the kick-off. A 
bitterly cold wind blew round the side of 
the stand. After half-an-hour my friends 
and I had lapsed into silent misery ; 
thought longingly of warm fires and wire- 
less sets, and deprecated the Irish Rugby 
Football Union’s lack of consideration in 
not providing a side wall to the stand as a 
shelter for the proletariat. 

In the meantime the usual preludes to 
an international game at Lansdowne road 
were going on, but it was too cold to 
enjoy them. The crowd on the mound—a 
place reserved, I believe, for schoolboys, 
but containing many “old boys’’—chanted 
‘‘ Newly wed: Newly wed” at blushing 
couples making their way across to the 
touch-line seats; they cheered the Lord 
Mayor when he arrived, and hooted the 
march of the Civic Guard Band; but we 
only drew ourselves deeper under the pro- 
tection of coat collars.

LAAMAGS estimated, according to a 
report given to the police, to total 
£450,000, was done in a disastrous film 
studio fire at Elstree, Hertfordshire, early 
yesterday. Originating, apparently, in the 
roof of one of the studios of the British 
and Dominions Film Corporation, Ltd., 
the blaze spread to the two other studios 
of the same company, and then to two 
studios of British International Pictures, 
which immediately adjoin. _ 

Damage to the British Dominion Film 
Corporation, Ltd.’s, studios was last night 
put at £300,000, and in the case of the 
British International Pictures, Litd., 
Studios at £150,000. 

While the flames, spreading with terrible 
rapidity, swept through a whole block of 
buildings, Mr. Ronnie Neame, a B.I.P. 
camera-man, dashed about to points of 
vantage filming ‘‘ shots’’ of a greater 
spectacle than had ever been conceived by 
the most extravagant producer. He was 
able to obtain priceless records of an 
heroic fight by hundreds of firemen to save 
the fire spreading from the five studios, 
dozens of dressing rooms and synchronis- 
ing theatre, which were disastrously 
damaged, to a nearby block of seven more 
studios. 

There were many gallant rescues of com- 
pleted films and of valuable equipment. 

' Arrangements were immediately put in 
hand to ensure that production could go 
on in other studios. | 

Originating, apparently, in the roof of 
one of the studios of the British and 
Dominions Film Corporation, Ltd., the 
blaze spread to the two other studios of 
the same company, and then to two studios 
of British International Pictures, imme- 
diately adjoining. It was only gailant 
work by the hundreds of firemen that pre- 
vented the ‘flames taking hold of the 
nearby B.I.P. block—property worth many 
thousands of pounds, and embracing seven 
studios. 


COST £350,000 


The three British and Dominions 
studios were built only five years ago at 
a cost of £350,000. It is difficult to esti- 
mate how many men—¢carpenters, electri- 
cians and others—will be affected, as the 
numbers employed vary from time to 
time according to the work in hand. But 
there is grave concern in the minds of a 
large number of men as to the immediate 
future. 

The fire is believed-to have started at 
about 2 a.m. Work finished only on 
Saturday night on the production of a 
Gordon Harker film in this studio, but 
all the artists had left before the fire 
broke out. Employés were able to save 
the film that had been made. 

As soon as the outbreak was detected 
the alarm hooter was set in action, and 
the brigade men attached to the studios 
turned out. Chief Officer Seaman, of the 
Elstree Brigade, seeing the necessity for 
bringing to bear all the fire-fighting 
resources of the neighbourhood, cireu- 
lated a district call, and among the 
brigades which dashed to the scene were 
those from Radlett, Mill Hull, Harrow, 
Fndfield, Wealdstone Edgware, High 
Barnet and East Bar: -t. 


FIREMEN’S TASK 


Their task was a stupendous one. The 
British and Dominions section of the 
building was, as one fireman put it, ‘‘a 
blazing inferno.’’ Steel gitders and 
sheets of corrugated iron were - being 
twisted into fantastic shapes by the 
intense heat. Roofing was falling in. 
Dense black smoke poured from the 
building, and the blaze could be seen for 
miles around. 

Bravely the firemen struggled te pre- 
vent the fire spreading. But it had 
taken a firm hold of the building, and it 
was not long before the synchronising 
theatre and two B.I.P. studios in the 
same block were also blazing. 

Thousands of people gathered to watch 
the fire, some of them in evening dress, 
evidently on their way home from road 
houses. Others living nearby left their 
houses with coats hurriedly thrown over 


their night clothes. i 
There was no lack of xcool-headed 


| helpers in the time of emergency. Mr. 


David Rawnsley, art director of B.L.P., 
and Mr. Robinson, a carpenter, realising 
the possibility of saving the valuable 
sound recording apparatus In a room 
adjoining D studio of the B.I.P. section, 
dashed there in spite of the danger from 
the flames and falling débris.

During the morning aeroplanes zoomed 
overhead, taking pictures of the damaged 
studios from the air. It was not for some 
hours that the fhemen had the blaze 
definitely checked. The bitterly 
weather provided an additional handicap 
in their work. Pools of water and lengths 
of hose some little distance from the fire 
were frozen. One Fire Brigade officer fell 
and injured his arm. The ambulance men 
were kept busy attending to minor 
injuries.

MOTHER AND SON

An elderly Dublin woman, and her son, 
had a narrow escape from being burned 
to death when an early morning fire 
gutted two rooms in the top storey of 27 
Wellington quay, Dublin, yesterday. 

The woman, Mrs. Bridget Murtagh, who 
sleeps in the same room as her son J ames, 
aged 36 years, on awakening found the 
room in flames, and rushing out in her 
night clothes gave the alarm. The fire 
brigade and ambulance quickly arrived, 
and the sen, James, was taken to Jervis 
Street: Hospital and~ detained suffering 
from shock. 

Mrs. Murtagh, who was still suffering 
from shock as the result of her unnerving 
experience, gave a graphic deseription of 
the fire to an Irish Times reporter. 

“T was wakened,” she said, “at about 
7.45 a.m. by hearing a loud crash, but 
did not trouble anvthing further about it 
as the people next door often get up early. 
Suddenly there was another terrific crash 
and a loud crashing sound. I jumped out 
of bed and ran to the door, and after 
several attempts succeeded in opening if, 
to find the passage and drawinmgroom in 
flames. I rushed to the window and called 
for help, and then ran downstairs and 
shouted to passers-by, who summoned the

Mr. P. C. Moore submitted that the 
motion was not in order, as there was 
nothing before the Congress to alter the deci- 
sion taken last year. He thought it 
superfluous for them to re-affirm what was 
an existing decision. He asked the chair- 
man to rule the motion out of order. 

Mr. Barrett, seconding the motion, said 
that, great publicity had been given to the 
fact that the decision last year was carried 
only by 27 to 24 votes, and re-affirming 
the decision now by a large majority, if not 
unanimously, would show the International 
Gane that they in the N.A.C.A. had not 
weakened, but had strengthened “ their. 
position. 

Dr. O'Callaghan also favoured passing the 
motion. The narrow majority of three last 
vear had created the impression that t 
N.A.C.A, were divided greatly,. and that, 
perhaps, it was only a question of time when 
they would fall in with the Council’s ruling. 
He thought they should re-affirm their deci- 
sion by a unanimous vote now. 

The Chairman ruled the motion in order. 

Mr. Moore said that, as the matter had 
been ruled in order, he would propose that 
the words ‘International Cycling’ Union” 
be inserted after International Federation.

He 
thought the work done during the year was 
not as much as it might have been, but the 
officers had done a great deal under great 
difficulties.

CENTRAL COUNCIL TO 
CONSIDER PROPOSAL

_ The adjourned meeting of the Central 
Council of the Golfing Union of Ireland to be 
held in Dublin this week will consider the 
desirability (or otherwise) of appointing a 
paid secretary to the Union. 

For the last couple of years the subject has 
been discussed in golfing circles in Dublin 
and the North. It was, in fact, one of the 
matters considered by a sub-committee of the 
Council, but it was thought that the time 
was not then opportune for embarking on 
such a costly undertaking. In the interval, 
however, the financial position of the Union 
has been very considerably improved, the 
result of the operation of the Shilling Fund 
and the handing over to the Union by the 
Trustees of the Onen Championship of Ireland 
of close on £1,000. 

The matter has been kept a closely 
guarded secret, so far as the golfing coin- 
munity generally is concerned; but a report 
to hand of the half-yearly meeting of the 
Ulster Branch of the &UL at Belfast states 
that it was discussed; and that it was 
decided that the Branch délegates should use 
their discretion at the meeting of the Central 
Council. 

Up to the present the secretarial work of 
the Union has been discharged by an hon. 
secretary. The present hon. secretary is Mr. 
Alan B. Kidd, but im recent years the 
activities of the Union have been so ex- 
tended, and the work of the hon. secretary 
has increased so. much that influential golfing 
opinion, North and South, would seem to be 
strongly in favour of the proposal to appoint 
a paid whole-time official, with offices, etc. 

At the half-yearly meeting of the Ulster 
Branch alluded to, the hon. secretary, Mr. 
R. ©. Davidson; the hon. match secretary, 
Major ©. Thomson, and the hon. auditor, 
Mr. R. Stanley Drean, were re-elected.
